E IN THE AUTOMOBILE INDUSTRY are not 

surprised that Alfred P. Sloan jr., president of 
General otors, has written “The Forward View,” 
which appears in the September issue of Atlantic 
Monthly. To this writer it seems to be a crystalization 
of Sloan’s advanced thought over a period of several 
years. One had an inkling of what was coming a year 
and a half back when the GM chieftain sent telegrams 
to 350 of the country’s leading educators, editors and 
business men, asking their opinions on his conviction 
that there should be no letup in research and scientific 
development work cone the depression. Every one 
answered that he intended to carry on the search for new 
developments with renewed vigor. 

Followed the famous “Previews of Progress” dinner 
in the GM building at the Chicago Fair, the night before 
the exposition opened. There spoke at that dinner 
many world-famous thinkers, who peered 100 years into 
the future. President Sloan himself contributed to the 
symposium, but in this just printed “The Forward 

iew” he expresses more concretely what he senses the 
future holds for us. He’s scanning the horizon from the 
housetops instead of the basement, as some prognosti- 
cators are inclined to do.

IN THE Atlantic Monthly President Sloan finds there 
are three distinct industrial fields, air conditioning of 
homes, fabricated houses and aero-dynamic railroad 
equipment, each an industry without ancestry, which 
will spell increased grompentty for this country and the 
world. And it would seem as if he senses that the auto- 
motive industry is going to be a most prominent factor 
in this coming growth of a nation. s, for instance, 
he says: ; 

“Conservative industrialists have put forward the be- 
lief that the work of punsreaiing air conditioning ap- 
paratus, factory-built houses and aero-dynamic trains 
will take up the lag in the automotive industry, provid- 
ing year-around employment for the full factory force. 

“It is pointed out that when the yearly automobile 
demand is met, Detroit plants can be kept running at 
full capacity turning out these allied products. In point 
of truth, it appears that the job will far exceed that 
merely of filling in the slack periods of the automobile 
year.”

THERE ARE SEVERAL other thoughts expressed 
which also are of interest to the automotive industry. 
“The talk of Diesel engines, automotive experience ap- 

lied to railroading and the developments in metallurgy 
ce a ring that cannot but be encouraging to Detroit 
working men and Detroit industrialists. here else is 
there a manufacturing center more logical for the pro- 
duction of these new trains?” 

And on the labor situation: “Unless capital and labor 
can agree on a reasonable division of profits on their 
partnership, unless government can protect the property 
which is the residium of initiative and thrift, then it 
may be difficult indeed to bring into fruition within our 
time the promised blessings which appear to be in the 
offing.” e thinks these discordances may be solved 
when men of good intent comprehend that by quarreling 
over trifles they are delaying the day when all men can 
have more than they have today for their use, comfort 
and safety.

Ford’s idea of combing his prospects out of the neigh- 
borhoods seems to me to be smart merchandising. he 
chain grocery stores have cashed in on this idea. Motor 
car dealers can do likewise. And don’t overlook that 
calling these service and sales stations “neighborhood 
stores” is a happy selection of a good name for these 
establishments. 
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August Sales Hold 15 Per Cent Below July; Production Firm; 
Ford and Fisher Spendings Arouse Interest; Used Car Prices 
Hold Firm on Coast; Wayne County Makes Good Showing. 


August has shown unusual selling 


August strength this year, when the heavy sales 
Sales during the first seven months are taken 
Hold Firm into consideration. With July sales run- 


ning ahead of June, with an estimated 
total of 230,000 passenger cars and 35,000 trucks, it is 
likely that August will show in the neighborhood of 15 
per cent below the July total, or 195,000 cars, and close 
to 25,000 trucks. These estimates are based on reports 
from reliable sources and refute estimates made from 
some sources that August sales were tail-spinning and 
would close 30 to 40 per cent below July. 

At the fo time reports from 30 states and the 
District of Columbia for July show a total of 117,045 
compared with 91,887 in the same states last year. 
These states represent 49.50 per cent of the entire 
country and are the basis upon which the conservative 
estimate of 230,000 passenger car registrations for the 
month is made. ° . . 

At Buick in Flint sales during the first 10 days of the 
month were off a trifle less than 10 per cent from the 
July figures for a corresponding period. Figures for 
the second 10-day period, which ended Monday, have not 
been broken down as yet, but Harlow H. Curtice, presi- 
dent, reported them as very satisfactory. Buick exports 
have been holding better than usual during the first 
half year with 6,390 units shipped overseas in the first 
six months of 1934 as compared with 1,650 in a corre- 
sponding period of 1933. Buick is expected soon to pass 
its entire 1933 production mark. :

Rate earlier in the forecasts. Estimates of 
Unchanged 230,000 to 235,000 should hold good at the 
end of the month and with total sales of 

220,000 for the month there should be no increase in 
dealer stocks. Practically all factories are working on 
the basis of filling orders and are not building any cars 
for stocks. Reports earlier in the week that Ford plants 
would close for the last week in August could not be 
confirmed at the Ford plant where officials stated that 
they had no knowledge of such a plan. Pontiac’s entire 
plant is closed today, Aug. 22, for the annual employes’ 
picnic. Business as usual will be resumed tomorrow.
